To do away with red tape and de­ 
lays, the constitution and by-laws of 
the Ch amber of Commerce are to be 
revised, President Henry 
I.

committee to draft a revision which 
will accomplish the purpose of ex­ 
pediting 
‘business. 
Interpretations 
of the present laws made by many 
caused most matters to be sent to the 
advisory board for action before the 
Chamber as a whole had an oppor­ 
tunity to act 
on 
them. 
President 
Cohen, on the ot her hand, has always 
worked" to have the Chamber as a 
whole have more latitude and able to 
act first-hand on many matters. 
The 
m att er wa* brought up before the 
Chamber Wednesday night in the mo­ 
tion made by W. ll. Gemmell. Ch air ­ 
man of the committee on revision Is 
Ju dge C. A. A l b r i g h t , and his asso­ 
ciates are Attorneys W alter P. WIn­ 
land, C,. S. Swanson and S. P. Alder­ 
man and W. H. Gemmell. 
T he Ch am ber of Commerce un ani­ 
mously endorsed the proposition of 
another hour of daylight, advocated 
by the New Y o rk Daylight Saving 
association, which plan will be pre­ 
sented to congress by Hon. Wni. P. 
Borland, of Missouri, the bill to pro­ 
vide such cliange and affecting the 
whole Pnited States. 
It means, in 
effect that the clock be turned one 
hour ahead. 
W e shall get up by 6 
of the clock, when in reality it is 5 
o'clock under present time. 
W. H * Gemmell was asked if the 
change would make any difference 
with the railways and 
he 
said 
it 
would not. 
The resolution Is to be 
drafted quickly and copies sent Con­ 
gressman Borland, the Daylight as­ 
sociation and others. 
The tonnage tax bill, as proposed 
in a bill Introduced In the legisla­ 
ture, came up for consideration and 
It was referred to the committee on 
legislation, with Instructions to re ­ 
port back to the Chamber. 
There was considerable discussion 
about the advisability of having a 
county exhibit at the state fair.

In leas than two 
months from the Institution of this 


lodge, on December 14th, the then C.

Bro. J. I). Dodge met with a sad 
and untimely death. It was Indeed a 
sad event. 
Bro. Dodge was an active 
worker and to him was largely due 
the credit of launching the flag of 
Pythtanlam in Brainerd. 


On March 29, 1 884, we were the 
recipients of a beautiful and service­ 
able present by receiving from White 
Cross L o d g e No. 354. Altona, Pa., the 
handsome gavels now In use by this 


lodge. 
Our slater lodge In Pennsyl­ 
vania was under the Impression that 
this bulge took the name of White 
Cr ohs in honor of White Cross lodge 
No. 354 of Altona, Pa,, but such was 
not the case, as our brothers did not 
know 
of the existence 
of another 
lodge by that name. 
However we a c ­ 
cepted the gavels and they have been 


a silent witness to all of our tran s­ 
act Iona, 


Bro. J. C. Congdon was elected a 
Past Chancellor Commander from the 
floor, and our first representative to 
the grand 
lodge on Jan u ary 
19th, 
1884. 


Br*). Werner Hemstead became a 
member of this lodge November 24. 
1 883, and in the early years of our 
history he 
whs a 
“ valiant knight, 
brave on field of battle, wise in coun­ 
cil.” 


Bro. Edward Crust, an active mem­ 
ber In our lodge since Ila or ganiza­ 
tion, deposited bls c a id and was ad ­ 
mitted to membership on 
Dec. 
29, 
1883. 
Bro, Crust 
was one of the 
signers of the petition asking for the 
Institution of this lodge, hut for some 
reason his card did not arrive In time 
for him to be present at the Institu­ 
tion of the lodge. 


On July 5, 1884, Just eight months 
and fifteen days after the Institution 
of this lodge It was my proud privi­ 
lege to be admitted to membership in 
tills lodge. 
I trust you will pardon 
a little personal reflection. 
During 
the year 1 887 I served as Chancellor 
Commander, and again in 1900, Sev­ 
eral times by your votes I have been 
honored by a seat 
In 
the 
Grand 
Lodge, having served aa your repre­ 
sentative In the Grand Isnlge sessions 
Of 1889. 1890. 
1891, 
1900, 
1902, 
1904, 1906, 1907 arid 1908. 
I was elected and served as Grand 
Outer Guard in 
1893, Grand Inner 
Guard in 1 894, and Grand Vice Ch an­ 
cellor for the year 1901, 
I have al­ 
ways tried to merit your approval In 
offices I have held. 
Abler brothers 
may have served, hut none more zeal­ 
ous or earnest In their desire to do 
that which would be for the advance­ 
ment of the 
cause 
of 
Pythiantsm. 
Other orders to which I belong may 
j <»tly charge me lukewarm and In- 
five in lodge work; but this order, 
and this lodge, will have to admit 
that I have followed the tri-colored 
banner of Pythlanlsm with a devo­ 
tion and love ho steadfast 
that 
It 
sometimes made my wife jealous. 


I recall our first anniversary held 
In Odd Fellows hall October 20, 1884. 
It 
was a splendid success, and at

Within the Next Ten Years Americans 
Should Outclass the World—Mental

T h a t the United States will soon pro. 
duce the greatest golfers in the world

“ I have competed in many to u rn a­ 
m ents last season and watched a nom 
b er of others,” declared the champion 
of the G arden City (N. Y ) club. “ What 
surprised me m ost w as tin* Improved 
playing style of the m ajority of golfers. 
i t w as only a short tim e ago th a t ouly 
about one golfer in ten played in cor­ 
rec t form. 
T he others would simply 
club their way around without regard 
for golfing style. 
This season I would 
say th a t seven out o f ten knew the 
proper way to«pluy their chills. Those 
th a t generally showed tile best form 
w ere young fellows. 
“These lioys have been imbued with 
th e idea of starting the gam e right 
T hey have received lessons from com ­ 
petent professionals, with the result 
th a t their progress lins been exception, 
ally fast. 
It is a certainty th a t uiauy 
additional youths will be attracted ti­ 
the game, and all, being anxious to 
forge ahead quickly, will learn at the 
beginning to handle their clubs. 
“Tliis will m ean th a t most of the 
present s ta rt who helped to m ake the 
sport so popular will be compelled to 
stand aside. 
W ith the proper inst rile 
lion of our young players I should say 
th a t within ten years our golfers will 
be the best in the world. 
“ At the national am ateu r to u rn a­ 
m ent a t Marion some tim e ngo Hobby 
Jones, the fourteen-year-old

aud able souk1 of our youthful golfer^ 
ca n tie. 
I understand there are sev­ 
eral other boys in A tlanta who will 
soon ca UK* considerable com ment, aud 
it Im reasonable to exi>eet other sec­ 
tions of the country will produce re 
m arkable lioy golfers."

W ard relates his own experience on 
the diamond as a m eans of contrast 
w ith golf to test the player's physics! 
strength. 
“Golf." says Ward, "is not so much 
of a strain «*n the player, except, of 
course, in a big title mutch. 
Baseball

leagues plays the worth of ten games 
iii every morning practice during the 
early m onths of the season. 
Often I 
would only get a few chances, yet I 
would be so tired from the nervous 
an d mental strain th a t I would hardly 
la* able to stand til* tit tho finish of the 
game.

"Then it Is terrific. 
B ut golf can be

popular."
